Subsequently he 
admitted making telephone call to Senator 
Percy’s secretary and told her he wanted 
$10,000 or Senato r Percy was going to be 
blown up. I I stated that he had no 
bomb and was just attempting to get some 
money. He admitted having some d rinks 
prior to making the call. I I further 
stated bn 3/31/74, he had made a telephone 
call somewhere and demanded some money and 
threatened to blow up the President’s 
airplane. He denied making any further 
bomb threats or extortio nate ca lls. Local 
police presently holding I I on drunk

is in Washington, D. C.. and will not be returning to Chicago
